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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
A fracture fixation system, particularly for a fracture at the distal end of the radius, in 
which a buttress pin is secured to a stable bone fragment by a bone screw and washer, and 
distal ends of the buttress pin are bent out of the plane of the buttress pin to engage and 
support a distal bone fragment. The legs of the buttress pin are spaced apart more narrowly at 
a U-shaped bend of the buttress pin where the buttress pin can be engaged by a conventional 
washer and bone screw and more widely where the bent ends engage the distal bone 
fragment. The washer has tabs for counter bearing against the legs to prevent spinning of the 
washer when the bone screw is installed. The washer can also support a fixation element 
which can be engaged in the distal fi*agment to provide additional support therefor. 
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
